When the Russians crossed the border Mukhtar 
Pasha was at Kars, but he was only beginning to 
arrange his deployment, and his reserves were still 
sixty miles away waiting for the actual war before 
any final decision as to the position they should 
take up was reached.

SURPRISE IN LONDON. 

The ease with which the Russians crossed the 
Danube, and the feeble resistance of the Turks 
as far as yet known, attracted much attention 
here. Suspicions and suggestions of treachery 
are rife. Russophile writers, however, find ex- 
planation in a conviction that the Turkish 
army itself has little heart in the struggle, and 
that the unpaid legions and their equally 
unpaid officers are not strongly averse to 
a change in their condition, knowing it can 
not be worse. Should they be shut up in their 
entrenchments they may resist with character- 
istic obstinacy, but there seems to be an utter 
absence of that activity which is always the 
result of heartiness in a struggie, and it would 
not be astonishing to see the whole Turkish 
force strangely collapse. This view is markedly 
variant from accounts of the Turkish Danube 
army given by correspondents within its lines. 

‘ THE TRUTH PROBABLY 18

Anti-Russian newspapers like the Daily 
Telegraph and Morning Post are greatly excited, 
and call for instant preparation to protect the 
interests and honor of the country, which lie 
under a most direct and deadly menace. They 
find the Czar’s proclamation a revolutionary 
manifesto indicating a determination to annex 
Bulgaria. They add this to the reputed inten- 
tion of Russia to claim Armenia and the Turkish

ANOTHER RESUMPTION SCHEME. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaeo, June 30.—-It is evident that no satis- 
factory solution has as yet been presented of the 
problem nor submitted to the nation, to wit: How 
shall the n.tés or the United States Treasury, and 
of the National Banks, be made equal in value to 


1 coin, and this equality be permanently maintained, 


without such contraction of the volume of currency 
as would tend to disarrange the commerce of the 
country, and materially alter the relations of 
debtor and creditor? All that has been proposed 
by President Grant and others, in relation to this 
subject, has been, in effect, to pay of the 
Treasury-notes by the sale of United States bonds. 
and to let the banks take care of themselves. 

Previous to the year 1860, the Natiqnal Govern- 
ment assumed no control over the currency, and 
left each State to pursue its Own course in reguiat- 
ing the issue of its banks. The enormous financial 
operations, of the War compelled it to issue irre- 

| deemable Treasury-notes, and organize a system 
of National Banks created ander its laws and sub- 
ject to its supervisions. The notes issued by these 
banks, and those isened by tne United States 
Treasurys constitute the national carrency. 

I would propose that these two classes of notes, 
jaened under the jaws and based on the credit of 
the Government, shall be the permanent carrency 
of the confitry; and that all the financial 
measures of the Government shal] be ado on 
this basis. That, for the purpose of rendering this 
currency equal in value aud convertible into coin, 
a bureau of the Treasury Department shall be 
established, located at Washington or New York 
as may be deemed expedient; and that both the 
clasees of notes shall redeemable enly at this 
office. That a sufficient amount of United States 
bonds shail be intrusted to *this bureau, which 
shall be sold solely for coin} and that this coin be 
used for the purpose of redeeming the two classes 
of notes above mentioned. The amount of coin 
shall bear such ratio to the Volume of notes out- 
standing as experience shall show to be necessary; 
and this will probably be in the ratio of one to 
three, or one to tour. The interest on the bonds 
sold for this purpose should be paid by the Govern- 
ment tothe individual banks in proportion to the 
notes of each outstanding. Whenever this deposit 
of coin shall be — 1 below a fixed limit, it 
— be raplenis by the sale of additional 


|The writer of the above means well. but reasons 
badly. 80 far 8 selling bonds to redeem green- 
backs is concerned, it has beeb anggested a thous- 
und times withis the last dozen years; hut nobody 
has yet worked eut a safe and satisfactory mode of 
reissuing the redeemed greénbacks. They would 
have to be reissned in some way, or in a few years 
they would all be retiredfrom circulation. Tariff- 
taxes are paid in coin only; and that, and the wants 
of our importing merehanta, would call for $150, - 
000,000 to $200,000,000 of coin per annum. 
Those who had to pay duties or to make foreign 
remittances in coin would present the greenbacks 
for redemption to obtain the coin. The problem 
then would be d to | the ro- 
deemed greenbacks into circulation again, 
to revent coptraction of the currency. 
The banks could not be called on for coin as long 
Fass the greenbacks were in circulationand were a 
legal tender, and the banks offered them in re- 
demption of their notes; nor would the Govern- 
ment have a right to seize aud sell the bands be- 
longing to the banks so long ae the latter remained 
solvent and redeemed their notes in greenbacks. 
The scheme our correspondent proposes would 
oblige the Government to sell from $100. 000, 000 
to $200, 000, 000 of bonds annually, thereby addi 
that much to the bonded debt of the pation, an 
the interest on the. same to the taxes. In the 
course of twelve or fifteen y ‘the debt and the 
taxes wonld be doubled. he public credit 
would eventuall be destro ed, and the 
Government bankrupted by ig process of 
continually issuiag more bonds, unless some 
scheme could be devised for purchasing 
back the bonds; but our co ndent suggests 
none. If they were bought back, it would have 
to be with the nbacks that had been redeemed 
with coin. A larger price would have to be paid 
for the bonds in paper than they would sell for in 
coin, This scheme bas sever met with favor or 
‘been considered safe or practicabie by those who 
have studied out its practical workings.—Ep. | 
The great need of the nation at this time is a cur- 
rency which shall be, and shall continue perma- 
nently to be, equal to coin, and which shall be ca- 
pabie of expansion or contraction to meet the de- 
mands of commerce. I believe that the system I 
have proposed supplies this want, and that no oth- 
er system will do so. [We cannot see it in that 
b.] A combination of unscrupulous capi- 
ists might, at a time of financia) trouble, be 
able to cause a suspension of specie-payments by 
the banks as formeriy constituted; but no 
such combination could bope to affect serious- 
ly adeposit of $200, 000,000, or .

THE REJECTED JEW. 
SERMON BY THE REV. 8. M’CHESNEY. ) 
The Rev. 8. McChesney preached at the Park 
Avenue Methodist Church last evening to a very 
large audience, choosing as his subject, ** The Re- 
jected Jew.” The reverend gentieman selected 
his text from Isaiah, II., 3, and spoke snubsian- 
tially as follows: The rejection of a rich Jew at the 


Grand Union Hotel might be regarded, he said, as 


the most recent sensation, resulting in the kin- 
dling of a widespread interest, mach discussion, 
bad blood, editorials, the withdrawal of Jewish | 
patronage from the house of A. T. Stewart, 
and an intimation of a threat of the Rothschilds in 
relation to American credit. He proposed to dis- 
cuss the subject, becanse it afforded a new illus- 
tration ofan oldtheme. The event had been, or 
was, regarded as an insult to the Jews as a class. 
It was claimed. by the defense that the Jews had 
been rejected becanse they rendered themeelves 
obnoxious, —were boisterous, gross. ostentatious, 
etc. It was not his purpose to ed .. 
charges, for it was to him immateri whether they 
were true or not. It was interesting, however, to 
lance at the history and present condition of the 

ews. The name Jew had been first applied to a 
member of the Kingdom of Judah. After the re- 
turn from e the members of the new 
Nate were called Jews, and the name 
was extended to the remnants of the race 
scattered among other nations. The people 
of israel were first Classical 
writers under the name of Judeansor Jews. Taci- 
tus, Juvenal, Deodorus, Siculas, and Quintilian 
referred to them and charged them with extreme 
exclusiveness. They might have been done injus- 
tice in this, the historians not being able to appre- 
ciate the Jewish economy. 

It wae estimated that there was not less than 
7.000,000 Jews scattered throughout the earth, 
from the snows of Siberia to the burning sands of 
Africa, —from the distant East to the shores of Cal- 
ifornia. Wherever trade existed there the Jew 
was to be found. A recent census showed that 
among the thousands in this country only one was 
registered as a farmer,—they were strangers to the 
occupation which implied a home, Outside of 
Palestine the Jew was never attached to the soil, 
instant to change his 
abode. Lo Rochester, Wo lived for 
a long while in infidelity, had confessed 
that there was one argument in favor of Christian- 
ity that he could never set aside, —the present con- 
dition of the Jewish people. 

The verdict of the American people was unques- 
tionably against Judge Hilton in the Saratoga affair. 
They would not tolerate intolerance. This was a 
hopeful indication; and promised well for the fu- 
ture of our country. How many precious lives— 
how many millions of tressure- had it cost our 
Government to put this question concerning the 
antagonism of race to the practical test! If that 
spiritof antagonism was to cherished, he sug- 
gested that the Fourth of July bad lost its signii- 
cance, and that the last copy of tae Declaration of 
Independence be sald to the antiquarian. Fancy 
Judge Hilton standing on the steps of 
his hotel Wednesday and N to the 
multitade that famous document. ear him 
as he reads, We hold these traths to be eelf- 
evident, that all men are created equal; that they 
are endowed by the Creator with certain inaliena- 
ble rights.” Fancy the Jewish banker standing in 
that concourse, on the steps of Congress Hall, just 
opposite, listening to the reading of those words! 

here could ve only one cohclasion, — 12 
inconsistency of the attitude of the learned J adge. 
History was found repeating itself in the illastra- 
tions, if not in the identity, of events. This case 
was one of proscription, aad suggested one farther 
back in human history. 1 1,900 years ago a 
family of high respectability left their own city to 
visit a town rich in historic associations, 
family was of royal blood; they belonged to a 
people of such renown that. the place 
itself had borrowed its chief importance 
from their ancestry; ‘yet that family failed 
to find entertainment.

Jewish 
in complexion. feature. r, organization, —with | 
their pedigree so carefully kept that it could ve 
traced straight back to Abrahan,—they were in a 
Jewish town and there was no room for them, end so 
of necessity they laid the child in a manger. Prophecy 
had portraitured the child in advance, —His name 
had arrived frst, so that good men knew just what 
tocall Him. He wae not only a Prince, but destined 
to be elevated to a throne,—the throne of Inis 
father David, —only His was to bea wider realm, 
and His dominion from sea to sea. The duration 
of His Kingdom was to be everlasting, yet He was 
rejected of men. He might have been called 4 
rich Jew, for. while His repeated father was poor. 
His ancestry was tich. But He was far richer in 
prospect, for He wasthe heir of all things, and 
yet there was no room for Him at the inn. The

Was Ile rejected because He 
242 — He was meek and gentle, and 
His voice was not heard in the street! He was not 
ostentatious. but stole away from the crowd ambi- 
tious to proclaim Him King! He was not repulsive 
im manners, but the chiefest among ten thousand. 
The common people were drawn to Him as 
by an trresistible caarm. The sorrow-bowed and 
afflicted thronged him, and withered forms and 
leprous, loathsome beings managed to get into his 

resence, and He healed them all. The Jewish 

nker had been rejected by one who was not of 
his nation. Christ came into His own, and His 
own received him wot! This rejection of Christ 
culminated before Caiphas, whoin official way te- 
testes their Messiah, and, having bound Him, passed 

im over to the civil authorities to be put to death.

‘in ite final result reacted to other worlds than this, 
but he who wae ance despised and rejected uf men 
was now enthroned at God's righthand. ‘*The 
heaa that was once crowned with thorns is crowned

As we came 
to consider the earnest of the spirit in our hearta,’ 
we thanked God that it was something that was 
possible to every one Of us, however humble he 
might be. It was not anextraordinary manifesta- 
tion by miraculous revelati or prophecy, or 
joy. We learned from the life of John, and the last 
years of Fuul, and the grand Words of our Lord and 
Savior, that it was the earnest of the spirit that a 
man cordially accepts Christ s will and practically 
try todo it. Afterall, this was tne only thing 
which was really wrou by the Holy Ghost, —the 
daity desire to do the will of Christ.

CALVARY TABERNACLE. 
AN UNDENOMINATIONAL CHURCH. 

West of Ashland avenue and south of Harrison 
street is a section of Chicago occupied by a rapidly- 
growing population as respectabie and intelligent 
as that of any other section of this great city. As 
yet its inhabitants are hardly numerous enough in 
any given place and of any given denomination to 
support churches of their own preferences. 

Just eighteen weeks ago, on the last Lord's Day 
in February, Calvary Tabernacle Church was or- 
ganized, solely on a Biblical basis, having no sec- 
tarian preferences or affiliat'on. Baptiste, Con- 
gregationalists, Episcopalians, Lutherans, Meth- 
odists, and Presbyterians were, in fact, represent- 
ed.

“The difference of our diplomacy and the doc 
trine of our courts is clearly shown by the in- 
struction from Mr. ~~ Secre of State, 
to our Minister ai Berlin, July 8, 1850. in which 
he said: ** The right of expatriation cannot at 
this day bé doubted or denied in the United 
States. The idea has been repudiated, ever 
since the origin-of our Government, that a man 
is bound forever in the country of bis — and 
that he has no richt to exercise his free will and 
covsuit hie own happiness by selecting a new 
home. The most eminent writers on pablic 
law recognize the right of expatriation. ‘This 
can only be contested by those who, in the nine- 
teenth century, are still devoted to the ancient 
Feudal law with all its oppression. The 
doctrine of perpetual allegiance is 2 
relic of barbarism.”’ Nevertheless, the Su- 
preme Court of the United States had not 
admitted the right of expatriation. Chancellor 
Kent says: From an historical review of the 
principal discussions in the Federal courts, the 
better “Dpinion would seem to be that a citizen 
cannot renounce his allegiance to the United 
States without he of Government, to be 
declared by daw; and that, as there is no existi 
legislative regulation om the case, the rule o 
the English common law(once a subject always

Dover, N. J., June 28.—The prevalence of 
Mollie Maguireism in the iron regions of North 
western New Jersey is occasioning much alarm 
among the law-abiding citizens. There seems 
to be a disposition among the lawless persons 
employed at the numerous iron mines to con- 
trol the region, so they may execute their evil 
work; and, to more éuccessfully accomplish 
their design, intimidation and actual outlawry 
are resorted to, 4 

The mining districts have been terrorized for 
some years, but it is only recently that any 
series of outrages have been perpetrated succes- 
sively. Since Monday last much criminality has 
ppevesee, it being inaugurated by an attempt to 

low up with gunpowder the house of W. F. Potter, 
foreman of the Dickerson Mine, at Mine Hill, 
ou the outskirts of this village. The law-break- 
ing thus originated has been quitkly followed 
by several bloody and terrible tragedies, 

inthe mountain mining country three mur- 
ders have been consummated under circum- 
stances of the utmost barbarity. The victims, 
Patrick Lynch, Oswald Ehret, ayd Theopolus 
Kooner, who were all miners, are supposed to 
have incurred the enmity of the ruflians who 
murdered them. No positive clew has been ob- 
tained, so far, to the perpetrators of the crimes, 
and it is feared they will go unpupished, like all 
the rest of the criminals who have performed 
their terrible and sanguinary deeds in the past 
few years. 

The young woman, Sarah Heycoock, who was 
brutally assaulted upon the public streets last 
Saturday night, is expected to die from her in- 
juries. Tom Gillen, the outlaw miner, who 
committed the outrage, has fled. 

As open threats have been male by the law- 
breakers to burn the works in the mountains, no 
little excitement has been created, and the iron 
operators ahd citizens generally are forming 
Vigilance Committees to protect themselves 
from any further villainies that may be attempt- 
ed by the lawless miners, who are said to 
have banded themselves together, and deter- 
mined upon a campaign of systematic illicit op- 
erations, combining assassination, arson, and 
robbery. 

Attempts have been made several times to 
destroy by fire the-works about the Dickerson 
Mine; and, to frustrate any similar designs, the 
guards about the property have been doubled. 
A Ku-Klux notice, threatening destruction to 
the works, was tacked upon the Company's of- 
fice afew days ago; but itis believed the con- 
summation of the turcat has been prevented by 
the precautions of the corporation. 

Since last winter the iron companies, of which 
there are a great mavy in this and the neighbor- 
ing ore-producing regions, have been reducing 
the miners’ pay; and the existence of tne pre- 
vailing Mollie-Maguireism is attributed entirely 
to the troubles that the strikes bare engen- 
dered. The record of crimes perpet 4 in the 
different districts daring the quiet times was 
large; but the number and flagrancy of the 
criminal deeds have more than ‘doubled since 
the advent of the ansettled times, and the 
wickedness spreads With the advance to time. 

The methods adojied by the Moine Maguires 
infesting the Penusylvauia coal-regions, to rid 
themselves of obroxious mine-superintendents 
and bosses, are not any more barbarous than 
those followed by the lawless miners of the 
New Jersey iron count®y; and some of the cru- 
elties practiced upon non-union workmen in the 
surrounding country, recently, by desperate 
men formerly empioyed in the mines, are sick- 
ening in their detaiis. 

Back iu the country, where the authorities are 
not sufficiently stro to restrain the outlaw 
miners, the greatest lawlessness reigns, and 
hardly a day passes but what some atrocious 
erime is committed. Men, whose only crime 
bas been a steadfast reiusal to obey the man- 
dates of the marauders, have been ruthiessly 
driven from their homes, and afterwards carriea 
to the mountains and murdered, while others 
have been Compelled by terrible threats to leave 
the country.~Two inoffensive, hard-working 
miners,— Horatio Adamson and John Parker,— 
living in one of the small mining hamlets on the 
Pocono Mountains, were last night taken from 
their beds by a number of discuised and armed 
men, carried to the desperadoes’ beadauarters, 


on the summit of the mountain, and required to 


swear allegiance to the law-breakers’ organiza- 
tion. This was dene to prevent Adamson and 
Parker furnishing the authorities with the names 
of the brotherhood who up and down the 
mountain in the pursuit of their nefarious oper- 
ations. 

Wherever the production of iron is carried on 
in this immediate section of the State, there are 
indications of lawless demonstrations upon the 

t of the dissatisfied and reckless operatives. 
he citizens, apprehensive of serious times, are 
preparing themselves for the issue of lawless- 
ness and bloodshed. that appears inevitable.

Speaking of the Iowa Republican Conven- 
tion, the Springfield (III.) Journal says : 

In saying that the course of some of the friends 
of the President in introducing a resolution espe- 
‘cially indorsing the President's Southern policy was 
an act of- indiscretion, we assume no new ground. 
President Harzs’ Southern policy is now en trial 
before the country, confessedly as an ‘* experi- 
ment, and we believe that the President is willing 
to have the result of that exberiment demon- 
strated to the world before demanding that the 
party shall specifically and definitely approve ‘tin 
its conventions. 

If the Journal will refer back to the pro- 
ceedings, it will discover that it was no 
“ friend of the President who introduced the 
resolution especially indorsing Lis Southern 
policy.” There was a general agreement 
among nearly all the leading men of the 
Convention, and tacit understanding all 
around, that the “policy ” question was not 
to be touched at this Convention; the Plat- 
form Committee acted unanimously on that 
theory. But there are always some hot-heads 
and blunderbusses in every State Conven- 
tion; so there were some in this one. 
M. E. Corrs, a bitter “implacable,” 
bypocritically introduced a tesolution indors- 
ing the “policy”; a confederate of his 
named McNurr moved an amendment 
Whereupon there was considerable noise 
and confusion ” in the Convention at what 
was regarded as firebrand resolutions; both 
were sent to the Committee on Resolutions, 
and, on its recommendation, indefinitely 
postponed.

THE NEW LAWS. 

The Legislature of the State of Illinois at 
its late session enacted a goodly sized vol- 
ume of laws which go into effect to-day. 
Considering that no special laws are now 
enacted, the amount of general legislation. 
in addition to the appropriation bills, was 
comparatively large, though several im- 
portant bills failed because of disagreement 
between the two Houses. Among the more 
important acts having a general application 
we may enumerate the following: 

An ach to secure the annual collection of 
complete statistics showing the products of 
the soil in this State. Another bill, of even 
greater importance, requiring like statistics of 
with respect to municipal taxation and in- 
debtedneas, failed to become a law. 

In the matter of taxation and revenue, the 
Legislature enacted what is known as the law 
providing for the assessment, levy, and col- 
lection of back taxes ; that is, where any citv 
or town has, prior to 1877, undertaken to 
levy and collect taxes under any law which 
has been declared to be unconstitutional or 
void, and has failed to coliect such taxes, 
such city may proceed de novo to assess, levy, 
and collect such taxes from said property, 
and this law provides the manner in whicli 
the proceedings shall take place. In 72, 
473, and 74, the several cities of this State 
undertook to assess, levy, and collect taxes, 
under alaw relating to city taxes. Payment 
of these taxes was resisted by various per- 
soas, and the courts decided that there could 
be but one general law on one subject, and 
hence this special law relating to citgjtaxes 
was void. There were several millions or 
dollarsof these taxes uncollected, and this law 
provides the machinery whereby such back 
taxes may be collected. Should this law be 
sustained by the courts, and the tax be ool- 
lected, it will relieve the several cities of this 


State of much of the financial embarrassment 


under which they have been laboring. No 
appeal is to be allowed from any judgment 
for taxes under this law, unless the party 
praying the appeal shall deposit with the 
County Collector an amount of money equal 
to the judgment and costs. This provision 
was also extended to all cases of appeals from 
judgments for taxes. : 

The Legislature passed a law creating four 
Appellate Courts, to be composed of Circuit 
Judges to be assigned for that purpose ; such 
courts to have final jurisdiction in all ap- 
peals where the sum in controversy is less 
than $1,000, except in criminal cases, and 
cases involving a ise or freehold or 
the validity of a te. It aleo reorganized 
the Circuit Courts so as to provide for thir- 
teen circuits, in each of which three Judges 
are to be elected. One additional Judge is 
to be elected in each circuit on the first 
Monday in August, 1877, to serve for two 
years.. In June, 1879, all thirty-nine Judges 
will be elected, to serve for six years each. 

There is established in every county hav- 
ing a population of over 100,000 a Probate 
Court, in addition to the County Court, and 
a Judge is to be elected therefor at the same 
time of the election of the County Judge. 
This law. applies only to Cook County. All 
formed by the Ceunty Court in probate mat- 
ters shall be exercised by the Probate Court. 
A new and more vigorous Vagrant law, which 
we have heretofore explained, will take effect 
to-day. Another needed act which goes into 
operation is one to protect children from 
cruel or injurious employments, and from 
obscene and immoral performances and ex- 
hibitions. 

A new law to punish conspiracy to rob, 
defraud, or cheat the State, or any city, 
town, or village, and a law to punish any 
change of plan or specification of any work 
ordered by the State, for the purpose of in- 
creasing any expenditure, were also enacted. 
The last law was intended to punish the rep- 
etition of the crimes committed by the 
State-House Commissioners,—the same Lag- 
islature which passed this law having voted to 


retain these Commissioners in office, not- 


to procure, or to aid ip procurmg, any di- 


vores, either in this State or elsewhere. 
A new Drainage law takes effect to-day.

Board of Health, and hereafter no person 
shall practice medicine in any of its depart- 
ments unless he obtain a certificate from said 
Board of Health.

alty for not complying with the act is a fine 
of not less than $50 nor more than $500, or 
by imprisonment in jail for not less than 
thirty nor more than 865 days, or by both, 
for each and every offense. The actis, how- 
ever, not applicable to those who have been 
practicing medicine ten years within this 
State. 

A new general law was enacted to enable 
counties, cities, towns, and other municipal 
corporations, to fund, retire, and purchase 
their outstanding bonds and other evidences 
ef indebtedness, and to provide for the reg- 
istration of new bonds. It authorizes these 
municipalities to take up existing bonds by 
exchanging new bonds, the new bonds to 
bear such rate of interest as may be agreed 
upon; or to issue new bonds and sell them 
to pay or to purchase outstanding bonds,— 
no new bonds to be issued unless the same 
be authorized by a vote of a majority of the 
legal voters of the municipalty; the new 
bonds to be registered with the Auditor, who 
ehall ascertain and certify annually to the 
County Clerk such rate of tax which shall be 
suificient to pay the interest on said bonds 
and 5 per cent of the principal thereof, and 
such tax, when collected, shall be applied by 
the State Treasurer to the purposes for which 
it was levied. 

A new Militia law for the State will take 
effect to-day,—the enrollment to take place 
when the Governor shall so direct. The law 
provides in the meantime for volunteer or- 
ganizations. 

These are some of the more important 
changes made in the Revised Code, and by 
new general laws, which take effect on the 
lst of July instant.

LESSONS OF HISTORY IW TROUBLED TIMES. 

The Commencement-season this year has 
been particularly rich in the addresses de- 
livered to the young men about to commence 
the duties of life. Many eminent men have 
communicated the results of their experi- 
ences in their special fields of labor with ab 
earnestness and eloquence of more than or- 
dinary force. Atitis impossible to repro- 
duce them in full in Tum Tame, and as 
their substance should not be lost, we have 
reserved some of them with the purpose of 
summarizing their contents, so that the read- 
er may have a general view of them. One 
of these addresses is that of ex-Secretary J. 
D. Cox, now member of Congress, delivered 
before the Law Schoolof Yale College, on 
the 27th inst., the subject being Histor- 
ical Maxims for Troubled Times.” The first 
part of his address was the enumeration of 
these maxima, and the second their applica- 
tion to the reconstruction of the Union after 
the close of the Wer of the Rebellion. 

Tho lessons drawn from the history of rov- 
olutionary periods by the speaker are these: 
(1.) That there is little use in referring an 
excited people to the experiences of other 
nations under similar circumstances, unless 
the habit of respecting such examples has 
already been formed, and that in proportion 
as this habit has been formed will people 
profit by the lessons of the past to increase 
safeguards against popular violence in crit- 
ical times. (2.) Motives publicly expressed 


| as ruling ones are apt to be very much nobler 


than those which actually control As the 
tendency of human nature to pass uncon- 
sciously from devotion to a principle to a 
struggle for continued ascendancy is univer- 
sal, history will teach the necessity of culti- 
vating a cautiousness of committal to parti- 
san leadership, and to so moderate hero-wor- 
ship as to avoid the inevitable reaction that 
follows it. (3.) There is a dangerous ten- 
dency to confound the essential character of 
impulse is either that no punishment should 
be inflicted for a political offense, or that 
the offender should be regarded in the same 
category with the lowest felon, because we 
decline to consider what may be the motives 
of those who are trying to overturn our in- 
stitutions. With regard to the penalties to 
be inflicted, the speaker lays it down as an 
‘‘axiom among the nations of Christendom 
that severe penalties have no virtue if they 
are extended beyond a very few who 
may just be made examples of. Even in 
these cases the object is less to retaliate for 
the specific acts they have committed than 
to make public exhibition of the judicial 
condemnation of the cause which has been 
lost.” Each case must be settled upon its 
own merits, since, being exceptional in its na- 
ture, it is excluded from the application of 
any strictly defined rule. The distinction 
between the common enemy of society, and

It is no small 
cause for satisfaction that we are able to say witn 
truth that this last and mostterrible test of the 
strength of republican Government has only con- 
firmed the opinion of Stuart Mint, of Grote, and 
of Frezman, that popular governmentis such an 
educator of the people themselves that their rule 
is milder, more humane, and liberal to those in 
their power, than any other forin of rule.

THE SCLAVIC RACES. 

A German scholar is contributing a series 
of articles on the European situation to the 
Pall-Mall Budget, which show very close 
observation, although they are tinged with a 
feeling of bitterness against the Russians 
that amounts to prejudice. In his third 
paper he draws a picture of the Sclaves in 
Russia and Austria, which is exceedingly in- 
teresting. The dialect of the Austrian and 


Danubian Sclaves bears the same relation to 


the Russian language that Portuguese does 
to Spanish. They belong to the Russian 
Chureh, and for ten centuries have shared 
the same fortunes as the Russians, and yet 
they rarely intermarry with them. This 
writer states that the Chochli, a Sclave 
nationality in Russia, of about twelve mill- 
ions, are even attracted more to the Ge- 
„ 
they are to the Russians. The head- 
centre of the Sclavophiles is in Moscow. 
They were the originators of the present at- 
tack on Turkey, and are still more eager for 
attack upon Germany and Austria. He at- 
tributes the origin of the war to 4 reaction of 
the Sclavic element of Moscow against the 
highly civilized, non-Russian element of St. 
Petersburg: The German and other non- 
Russian elements, though not forming u 
thousandth part of the population, dominated 
both public and private life, and most of the 
non-Russians, especially the Germans, be- 
haved towards the Russians with the arro- 
gance displayed by conquerors to conquered. 
He says: 

The reaction against that arrogance arose, in 
fact, not so much from offended national dignity 
as from a local cause. Moscow had. in favor of 
St. Petersburg, been deprived of everything that 
gives toa town the character of a capital. She 
had been the historical, and still was and is the 
geographical and economical, centre of Russia; 
while St. Petersburg, the creation of an imperious 
autocrat, is a rather German than Russian town on 
a Finnish marsh in the outskirts of Russia. To 
bring back some of the oid glories from St. Peters- 
burg to Moscow was the original aim of the Sclavo- 
philes. They disliked St. Petersburg mach more 
as Moscow's successful rival than on account of 
the Germans’ overbearing behavior. They durst 
not, however, protest aga'nst the Czars who chose 
to reside and ‘govern in St. Petersbure, and they 


therefore tried to piead, in due humulity, the cause 
of Moscow as of the national and Sclave capital 


of Russia.” 

One of the influences which led to this de- 
velopment of the Sclavophile movement he 
attributes to Bohemian Pansleviam, and he 
traces that influence as follows; Nearly 


two-thirds ef the inhabitants of Austria speak 


Sclavic dialects, but only one of these, that 
of the Polish Sclaves in Galicia, is worthy to 


This state of things would have been con- 
tinued had it not been for Murren, who, 
by his opposition te liberty and Protestant 
ism, aroused an antagonism in Bohemis 
which was headed by Prof. Patacxy, him- 
self a Sclave and Protestant. Pacer re- 
vived the Czech nationality and developed 
the Caech dialect into à language. Sintilar 
attempts were made with the other Salave 
dialects, and a general Sclave league, under 
the guidance of Russia, was proposed, which 
was rapturously greeted by the Russian 
Sclavophiles. That league exists to this day, 
and the Panslavist's dream is of a great 
of Selaves, in which the now proudly domi- 
neering Germans shall humbly bow their 
heads.” How Panslavism propagandizes is 
thus described by this writer: | 

In Austria the Sciave nationalities, raised from the 
dead by the learned enthusiasts, have survived the 
causes to which they owe their artificial haif-life, 
and have even increased in seeming vitality. For 
the turmotis and vicissitudes through which the 
Austrian monarchy has passed since 1848 have 
more and more accelerated the centrifugal move- 
ment of ite parts. But while Austria is thus effi- 
ciently prevented from being firmly united and 
soundly developed by German civilization, she re- 
ceives no moral or inteilectual strength whatever 
from the /resuscitated Sclave nationalities, which, 
themselves incapable of healtby life, are for the 
monarchy nothing but causes of decay and dissolu- 
tion. The Russian Panslavists look upon this 
process of decomposition with greedy and 
triumphant eyes, and employ every means at their 
disposal to further it, not shrinking even from 
very considerable material sacrifices. Their atten- 
tion is more especially devoted to Eastern Galicia, 
an Austrian province bordering on Russia and 
similar to her in religion and language. Here 
every clergyman ie a Russian agent; the Church 


These same means of propaganda 
are employed stil] more energetically and with still 
greater success among the Turxish Sclaves, and es- 
pecially in Bulgaria, where the naturally favoravie

Sclayes in. Russia, ‘Austria, and Turkey,—a 
gigantic race, vigilant, strong, hardy, musea- 
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Russia fo gather into one common fold the 
Sclaves of Galicia lying along their frontier, 
of Transylvania, and of the other provinces 

from her by the Sclaves of the 
Wallachian provinces themselves belonging 
to the same Church, nor even to take in the 
Czechs of Bohemia, who, though differing in 
religion, belong to the same great race and 
have the same affinities. To collect all these 
fragments and consolidate them into one 
vast empire has always been the dream of 
Russia, and some day that dream will be 
realized, and this great Empire will push its 
limits up to the German frontier on the one 
side, beyond which it is doubtful whether it 
can ever pass, but with a limitless domain 
stretching to the eastward upon which Rus- 
sia will develop her manifest destiny long 
after the Turk has become. extinct and the 
Empire of Austria has become only a memory 
of the past. The present war with Turkey 
isthe first step in the unfolding of that 
prophecy which Dz Tocgusvitize made thir- 
ty years ago with reference to the future of 
Russia.

Near Brooklyn, Morgan County, the woods 
had every tree either torn up by the roots or 
blown do Its track in this county was half 
a mile wide and fifteen miles in length. The 
wife of J. S. Dressler was fatally injured, and 
three others, names unknown, killea. Loss, 
$50,000. The son of James Armstrong was 
killed by a falling tree. 

FRARFUL Loss OF LIFR. 

In Johnson County the house of Mr. Boummer, 
three miles west of Franklin, was blown down 
and the whole family, five in number, instantly 
killed. Ten miles further wess the house of 
George Tresler was blown down and himself 
and wife and three children killed, and a ro- 
maining child fatally injured. A. M. Arm- 
strong’s residence was destroyed, three chil- 
| Gren killed, and several members of the family 
severely injured. A new church at Jolly was 
torn to pieces, twelve killed and fifteen wound- 
ed. In this county farmers lose heavily. An 
immense number of cattle were killed, fences 
and barnes destroyed, and timber uprooted. Im- 
mense damage was done to crops and buildings. 

In Shelby County Michacl Mcherlich was in- 
stantly killed, and Mrs. Reeker fatally injured. 

The storm passed over Rush and Henry 
Counties to Wayne, where it left the State. 
Obarles Brown, of Richmond, was instantly 
killed by a falling tree, and a companion, W. J. 
Hyatt, fatally injured. 

The swath cut by the storm in Wayne was 
threc-quarters of a mile wide, and it was very 
fierce and damaging in fury.

St. Louis, July 1.—Advyiees from O’FaHon 
Station, about seventeen miles from here, on 
the Ohio & Mississippi Railtoad, say a whirlwind

Their 
tutal length is 70.83 miles; total lockage, 536% 
feet; mumber of locks, 54. 

The following ix an account of the canal system 
of the River St. Lawrence, with a description of 
the works now in progress and those under con- 
templation: 

GALOP’S RAPIDS. 

At ordinary stages of the water of the St. Law- 
rence, descending veseels of all classes via the 
river from Prescott to Dickenson’s nding in 
preference to passing through the Williamsb 
Canals (known as Farran’s Poimt, Rapid Plat. an 
Galops Canals coliectively).
